A Pilgrimage 


A pilgrimage of love, yet a pil­ 
grimage of sorrow, ended at a 
young hero’s grave here today. 
Grief stricken, yet bearing their 
sorrow with Spartan fortitude, 
the Italian parents of a soldier 
Who gave his all for his country 
nearly nine years ago placed a 
wreath of flowers on the small 
mound of earth, under which lies 
all that is mortal of a veteran of 
Chateau-Thierry, and sadly made 
their preparation* for their long 
long journey home—to Italy. 
Nine years ago, on the 26th of 
July. 1918, James Genarro Mel­ 
d e d , 28, stalwart “devil dog,” 
fell 
during 
the 
attack 
on 
Uhateau-Thierry, 
shot 
through 
the body, dying instantly. Buried 
in a shallow grave in French soil, 
his body was dis-interred, brought 
to the land of his birth and buried 
with full military honors in the 
national cemetery here in 1922. 
Two grieving parents, their sor­ 
row and sense of loss the more 
poignant with his reburial, had 
been' living at Pittsburgh, where 
for many years the father, Pas­ 
q u a l Mellurci. followed the trade 
which he learned in his own sunny 
Italy, but with their only son sac­ 
rificed on the altar of war, they 
had no desire to stay in the land 
of liberty and freedom, and short­ 
ly after his body had been laid 
to rest, plans were made for their 
return to their own native land. 
For five years they have resid­ 
ed in their little home at Sant 
Angelo a Fasanella, in I he prov­ 
ince 
of 
Salerno, 
near Naples, 
where they lived retired, spending 
most 
of 
their 
time 
roaming 
through 
the 
hills and 
fields of 
their own country. But still their 
thoughts wandered back to the 
little grave where their hopes and 
aspirations lay buried. 
Often and often they pondered 
over the joys which the advent of 
their son brought them, 
when 
he was a “bambino.” 
They 
re­ 
called again and again the life 
they had planned for him. the 
wife and children which he would 
have, and for whom they yearned 
so earnestly, but which now they 
knew would never be theirs. 
Age was creeping on, when the 
sixtieth milestone is past, one 
does not forget ones earlier ropes 
so quickly, especially 
if 
their 
bright star of existence lies in a 
soldiers’s grave, but the couple 
felt that before they died that 
they would 
like once 
more 
to 
spend a short time at the grave­ 
side of their son, and pray for the 
repose of his soul.

Berlin.—-(AP)—Hohenzollem crown 
jewels, valued at $5JKK),OOO and dat­ 
ing back to Frederick the Great, are 
on public view for the first time in 
history 
in 
200-year-old. Monhijou 
castle. 
Amazement at the gorgeousness of 
tho collection is expressed even by 
intimate friends of the Court, as it 
was believed that the treasures of 
Prussian king* were not 
nearly 
so 
vast. 
The 42 salons of the castle, the 
favorite residence 
of Frederick the 
Great’s mother, contain the priceless 
Hohenzollem seals, scepters, the royal 
sabre studded with 
huge diamonds, 
valuable snuff boxes 
of the 
Great 
Elector and jewels of Queen Louise. 
Several rooms contain some 
of the 
finest specimens 
of 
old 
porcelain, 
some of which are more than three 
centuries old. 
The castle had not been used as a 
royal residence for 60 years when it 


was 
opened

Hohenzollem 
museum. 
It wag ctospd in 1918, but 
since the indemnification settlement
